statements the banks publish per­ 
iodically in the papers of our town 
and country, which reveal the fi­ 
nancial condition of the institution. 
As a boy I used to read them 
and wonder why some of the things 
the banks called liabilities were 
not called assets, as having them 
surely seemed like assets to me. 
Perhaps it’s added up the same way 
to you at one time or another. 
But a fellow named Earl Tucker, 
editor of the Thomasville (Ala­ 
bama) Times, has done it up better 
than this writer could ever do. He’s 
written a really humorous item 
about bank statements c a l l e d 
"What’s in a Statement?” 
Here is what Editor Tucker says 
in his dissertation passed on to me 
by Dick Davenport cashier of the Troyak of'Chicago.*

Warns Against 
Complacency in 
Report to Congress 


WASHINGTON t? — President 
Eisenhower today confidently pre­ 
dicted continued prosperity in 1956 
with the nation’s economy topping 
the $400 billion mark. 
But. in his annual 
Economic 
message to Congress, he warned 
again.-t complacency toward this 
“ unnreceder.ted prosperity.” 
He 
said government, management and 
labor mus: be alert to possiMe 
threats of recession and inflation 
Mr. Eisenhower proudly reported 
the nation “ reached the threshold 
of a $400 billion economy” last 
year. 
He boasted of the “prac­ 
tical fttainment . . . of the cher­ 
ished goals” of full employment, 
rising incomes and a stable dol­ 
lar. 
Most economic activities reached 
neu! record peaks last year, he 
said 
More Americans worked and 
made more money than ever be­ 
fore 
They also spent a record 
amount on autos, televisions and 
other goods and services that make 
for better living. 
The gross national product — the 
total of goods and services pro­ 
duced—rose from $360.5 billion in 
1954 ti- $387 4 billion la>t year. 
I t 
now is at an estimated annual rate 
of $397 billion, “ if not higher.” 
Personal income jumped by $15.5 
billion to $303.1 billion. Corporate 
profits at $43.2 billion showed a 
gain of $9.2 billion. 
The average number of employ­ 
ed persons increased by about 2 
million 
totalling about 63.2 mil­ 
lion last year 
Unemployment de­ 
clined. 
Average weekly earnings of in­ 
dustrial workers went up $5.79 to 
$79.90. 
Industrial production climbed l l 
per cent 
over 1954. 
Industrial 
plants “ increased markedly” their 
expansion expenditures to meet in­ 
creased consumer demand. 
Con- 
struct on spending increased $4.7 
billion to a new high of $42.2 bil­ 
lion. 
Falling income of farmers and 
high unemployment in economical­ 
ly depressed industrial spots were 
i.bout the only matters for gloom 
in Mr. Eisenhower’s report. 
He 
urged quick action by Congress 
on his new programs designed to 
ease their economic plight. 
Farm Income Drops 
Gross farm income, 
he said, 
dropped $1 2 billion rn 1955 to $33.3 
billion. 
“Taking recent development all 
together.” he said, “ it is reason­ 
able to expect that high levels 
of production, employment and in­ 
come will be broadly sustained 
during the coming year, and that 
underlying conditions will remain 
favorable 
to 
further 
economic 
growth.” 
The President again recommend­ 
ed that Congress put reduction of 
the public debt ahead of a tax cut. 
He al.-o said more federal revenue 
will ix* needed to finance proposed 
school 
construction, 
aid to de­ 
pressed areas and other new pro­ 
grams. 
I 
Under 
present 
conditions, he 
added, a tax cut is not justified 
and would be “irresponsible.” 
In predicting continued prosper­ 
ity. Mr. Eisenhower noted recent 
declines in auto production, hous­ 
ing st.*rts and some other economic 
fields. 
But, he added, they were 
“ amply offset by increases else­ 
where.” 
Mr. Eisenhower warned that in­ 
creasing installment buying must 
not be permitted to get out of 
hand. He Said that, on the whole, 
it has been “ highly beneficial to 
our economy.” 
But he said un­ 
restrained. 
excessive 
use of it 
might have serious effects on the 
economy. 
For this reason, he asked Con­ 
gress to consider restoring to a 
standby basis 
the Federal Re­ 
serve’s authority to control con­ 
sumer credit. 
The President asked for author­ 
ity to insure home repair and mod­ 
ernization loans for five years. The 
present limit is three years. 
Mr 
Eisenhower’s other recom­ 
mendations for economic progress 
included lifting incomes by raising 
productivity; improvement of eco­ 
nomic 
status of older persons; 
steps to cope with personal hard­ 
ships such as floods and catastro­ 
phic Pines*; preservation of sound 
federal finances; aid to small and 
medium sized businesses; fostering 
of competitive enterprise through 
tightening of anti trust and anti­ 
monopoly programs, and 
public 
works such as highways and dams.

Gov t Reports 
Corporate Sales, 
Profits Drop 


WASHINGTON «JJ!> — The gov­ 
ernment reported today both sales 
and after tax profits of U. S. cor­ 
porations dropped slightly in the 
third quarter of 1955. 
The (tip 
came after a year of steady in­ 
crease. 
However, the overall national in 
come continued its climb to a rec 
Ord level. 
Farm income, which 
was included in the total, stayed 
on the downgrade but was more 
than offset by fatter paychecks for 
wage and salary earners. 
A joint report by the securities 
and Exchange and Federal Trade 
commissions showed that aftertax 
corporate profits dipped from $3.- 
900.000.000 in the second quarter 
of 1955 to $3,700,000,000 in the 
third quarter. 
Corporation sales declined some 
$800,000,000 to a $69,200,000,000 
level, the report said. 
It said national income in 1955 s 
third quarter soared to a record 
annual rate of $325,700,000,000, up 
1*2 per cent from the second quar­ 
ter.Wages and salaries rose from an 
annual rate of $2 1 8,5 0 0,000,000 in 
the second quarter to $224,300,000,- 
000. For the full nine months, tho 
national income rate was 320 bil­ 
lion dollars, compared with $229- 
700.000.000 in 1954. 
The Commerce Department re­ 
port also included new figures Fir 
persona] income, which is figured 
differently from national income 
and runs somewhat less. The latest 
personal income figures showed an 
annual rate of $311,400,000,000 in 
November and $301,900,000,000 for 
the first ll months of 1955.

Probers Blast 
Two Agencies 


WASHINGTON (lf) — The Sen­ 
ate investigations 
subcommittee 
today charged the Agriculture De­ 
partm ent and the Naval Inspec­ 
tion 
Service with “gross 
ineffi- 
ciecny” for twice failing to re­ 
quire adequate inspection of gov­ 
ernment purchased grain bins. 
The subcommittee reported that 
the departm ent has recovered on­ 
ly $31,000 of the $893,864 it is claim ­ 
ing on defective storage bins pur­ 
chased 
in 1949-50. 
Nevertheless, 
the subcommittee said, sufficient 
corrective action 
was not taken 
and “ a large num ber” of defective 
bins were purchased in 1954. 
Reporting on hearings held dur­ 
ing the last congressional session, 
the subcomimttee said the “negli­

of

two government 
agencies has been costly to

Eden Thwarts 
Commitment on 
Subject of Talks 
LONDON W — Prim e Minister 
Sir Anthony Eden today thwarted 
Socialist attempts to commit him 
in advance on what he will tell 
President Eisenhower during their 
forthcoming talks in Washington. 
Eden let the clock run out on 
him during a question period in 
the House of Commons in which 
Labor Party members had hoped 
to pin him down on Britain’s policy 
on Western trade with Red China 
and Secretary of State John Fos­ 
ter Dulles’ “ brink of w ar” inter­ 
view. 
Eden, who leaves for Washing­ 
ton tonight, met with his cabinet 
for the last time this morning to 
map strategy. 
Then he went to 
the opening session of Parliament 
to attend a debate on Middle East­ 
ern arm s policy. 
The Socialists had prepared 
a 
set of hostile questions on govern­ 
ment policy and were prepared to 
slam 
into a recent 
government 
white paper on the subject of the 
arm s shipments. 
The Socialist questions centered 
chiefly on protests against Brit­ 
ain’s arms-to-the-Middle East pol­ 
icy, which also will be a key topic 
with Mr. Eisenhower. 
The Social­ 
ists have made political hay out of 
the fact old British tanks sold as 
surplus and intended for

Gov. Stratton 71 
Opposes Federal 
Aid to Schools 


SPRINGFIELD <l?.E> _ Gov. Wil­ 
liam G. Stratton today was on rec- 
»rd in opposition to federal aid 
for Illinois schools. 
The governor told a news confer­ 
ence Monday he opposes any “fed­ 
eral interference with the opera­ 
tion of tho schools” and fears aay 
federal aid might be a step in that 
direction. 
Stratton said he looked with mix- 
jd feelings on President Eisenhow­ 
er’s school construction proposal 
calling for 250 million dollars in 
federal aid. 
“Illinois already has done a rea­ 
sonably good job in school con­ 
struction,” Stratton said, 
He said only about 60 school 
districts in or near metropolitan 
areas are faeed with school con­ 
struction 
problems 
they 
cinnot 
handle. 
He said only these 60 of 
some 2,200 school districts in the 
state have reached the limit of 
their bonding power. 
Stratton said he would have to 
Judy further the President’s plan 
out that it appeared Illinois would 
be paying more to the federal gov­ 
ernm ent than it would receive in 
aid grants. 
Ile said Illinois school districts 
have spent 500 million dollars on 
school construction since 1946 and 
that the state generally is in good 
shape. 
Stratton said he believes help 
from the next General Assembly 
may be needed tor certain school 
districts in rapidly growing sub­ 
urban areas. 
But he said. “I know Illinois eau 
handle its problem.” 
The Illinois White House Con­ 
ference on Education last Decem­ 
ber voted opposition to lederal aid, 
but the national conference went 
on record in favor of federal aid.
